EXECUTIVE MEETINGS OVER 
NEW SCHDOL COST 


The projected costs of the 
New School, to be builtoff 
Glen Road have led to several 
‘Executive’ meetings, during 
the past week. 

Reportedly the Massachusetts 
State School] Building Assis- 
tance Commission thinks that 
the cost is going to be too 
high for Wilmington. 

The School Building Committee 
met in Executive Session with 
the Board of Selectmen, a week 
ago, to discuss this phase of 
their problem, and since then 
have been meeting on their own 
account, to discuss it further 
The projected cost, on a per 
roo mbasis, is understood to 
be $53,000 per room. A relia- 

ble report states that the 
School Building Assistance Com 
mission wanted to know, when 
they learmed this, if Wilming- 
ton thought it was Marblehead. 

David Elfman, Chairman of the 
committee, would not comment 
on the story, saying that he 
had to first get the permiss 
ion of the committee before he 
could talk. 

Town Manager Joseph Courtney, 

who has been closeted with the 
committee on several occasions 
stated that he was not ready 
to make any more comments un- 
til he had leamed more about 
the situation, 

While the cost of $53,000 per 
room may seem to be high it is 
in line with statements made 
by the spokesman for the com- 
mittee, in the Annual Town 
Meeting.

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their fight against the sales tax. 

- Anothér facet in the Nichols Street Bridge 
situation is the money available tp the County 
Commissioners. We are told that a very strict 
check has shown that the County will have money 
available this year. 

All of which can, of course, add up to noth- 
ing. 


DECISIONS 


We are a little unhappy about the present 
methods of the Board of Selectmen in arriving 
at some of their decisions. 

We think that they are qerating, as a board 
better than they have ever done before since we 
have started to observe them. But we think that 
sone of their decisions are hasty, and not too 
well cansidered. 

Two cases to cite are decisions regarding 
carnivals at the Wilmington Rotary Park, and 
the decision about the Stag Rod and Gun Club. 

And, just to make our positim clear, we are 
not particularly in favor of carnivals, nor are 
we in favor of shooting. 

Its just that we dm't like the method by 
which the decision was made. 

Back when the Selectmen were dwelling 
Ivory Tower they decided, one night, that 
should be nc more carnivals at the Rotary 
Somebody had complained, as that somebody had a 
perfect right to do, about the noise of’ a carn- 
ival. That complaint, apparantly, was all that 
was needed. 

Now, it happens that the members of the Ro- 
tary Club had taken personal pains to canvas 
the entire neighborhood. They called on every 
home within a quarter of a mile df the park, a 
total of 101 homes. 

In one hme the people said. they didn't like 
the noise. In another home the people said the 
bafires, on the Fourth of July bethered them. 

The then president of the Rotary Club re- 
ported this to the Selectmen, and the report 
was accepted. 

Then, somewhat later there was a complaint. 
We don't know if the caplaint came from one 
person, or from 40, for this was during the 
period in which the Selectmen were escnnced in 
their Ivory Tower, but the result was a ukase - 
No more Carnivals in Retary Park. 

The Rotary Club was not asked for their view 
point. They were not cmsulted in anyway. That 
is the thing we don't like. Perhaps there was 
a great wrmg that needed correcting, perhaps 
there never shaild have been any licenses is- 
sued - but the Rotary Park Inc never got a 
chance to find out. 

Another innocent victim of this same decis- 
ion is the Veterans of Foreign Wars Post 2458. 
They have cgnducted a carnival every year to 
raise money, and this year they will have none. 
Rotary Park is not available, and the operator 
of the Carnival will not operate in the mly 
place left, the Town Memorial Park. 

Understand - we are not tc be recorded as 
distinctly in favor of carnivals - it is just 
that we dm't like the way the decision was 
made. 

In the same trend.of thought, the decision 
made against the Stag Rod and Gun Club, prahib- 
iting their Sunday afternoon Skeet Matches is 
another horse of the same cdor. We have never 
shot a shotgun in our life, and we don't ever 
expect to. Its just that we don't like the 
manner in which the decision was made.

THE IPSWICH RIVER 


+ Again in 1957 there is a bill in’the Legisla- 
ture for the Commonwealth to spend some $636 
thousand, to clear up the mess on the Ipswich 
River, and again, it is our thoughts, this bill 
will not be accepted. 

Some of our readers will recall that this bill 
has been in the making since 1951. The Towns of 
Reading, North Reading and Wilmington combined 
forces, and did get # survey of the river made, 
to the tune of some $25 thousand. The survey 
was quite complete, and recommended new bridges 
and dredging, etc, which the three towns would 
now like to have the Commonwealth do. We feel 
that there is only a very small chance that 
the state will ever vote this. 

At the present time the fly in the ointment is 
that the Town of Reading wants to know what 
will happen to its wellfield, which adjoins the 
Ipswich. It fears that the water level will 
be lowered, and there is no one who can assure 
the town to the emtrary. 

Reading, however is only the present barrier. 
If Reading were assured we would still feel 
that a lot oft water will fl ow down the Ipswich 
before the State gets to doing anything, at 
least on the present set of legislation. 
Meanwhile the Town of North Reading is going 
ahead m its own, to clear up limited condit- 
ions within the town. In their annual Town Meet 
ing last spring that town voted $40,000 which 
it hopes will be matched by the Commonwealth 
for the purpose cf clearing up some of the con- 
ditions in that town. We wouldn't hazard whe- 
ther or not the Legislature will note this mo- 


ney, but at least North Reading is in there 
pitching.

SEPTIC TANKS, CESSPOOLS, 
PRIVY-VAULTS AND PUBLIC SEWERS 
Section 1, General 

1.1 No septic tank, cesspool, 
privy-vault or alteration to 
an existing sewage disposal 
system shal] hereafter be per- 
mitted on any lot or premises 
where a public sewer is ac- 
cessible. 

1.2 No septic tank, cesspool, 
or privy-vault that has become 
a souree of filth, cause of 
sickness or otherwise endan- 
gers the public health shall 
be maintained on any lot or 
premises where a public sewer 
is accessible and the owner or 
other person or persons having 
control of such septic tank, 
cesspool or privy-vault shall 
when directed by the Board of 
Health, cause a connection to 
be made to the public sewer. 

1,3 The owner or other person 
or persons having control of 
any existing building or 
buildings hereafter erected or 
converted into a dwelling, to 
be occupied by two or more 
families, and where a public 
sewer is accessible, shall in

1,8 The Board of Health shall 
be privileged to inspect the 
installation of a sewage dis- 
posal system at any state of 
its construction, and to re- 
quire necessary modifications 
if adverse conditions are en- 
countered that were not found 
originally. The applicant 
shall notify the Board of 
Health when the installation 


is ready for final inspec- 
tion. The Board of Health 
shall thereupon cause an in- 
spection to be made within 
ninety-six hours from the re- 
ceipt of notice that the in- 
stallation is ready for final 
inspection. Until such final 
inspection shall have been 
made, no part of the under- 
ground portion of such in- 
stallation shall be covered. 
Section 2. House Sewer 
2.1 The house sewer shal] be 
considered as that part of the 
drainage line extending from a 
point five (5) feet outside of 
the building or foundation 
wall connecting the house 
drain to the public sewer, 
septic tank, or cesspool. ~ 
The house sewer shall be at 
least four (4), but preferably 
six (6) inches in diameter 
constructed of cast iron, vit- 
rified clay bell and spigot, 
concrete, cement asbestos or 
laminated impregnated pipe 
laid with tight joints. 

2.2 The house sewer shall be 
laid in a straight line (180 
degrees) to the public sewer, 
septic tank or cesspool at a 
grade of one-quarter (1/4 inch 
to the foot (2%). Where ad- 
verse conditions are encoun- 
tered that prevent a straight 
line connection being made 
long tight fitting sweeps must 
be employed unless clean-out 
manholes are provided. 

2.3 Whenever the house sewer 
passes within fifty (50) feet 
of any well or other source of 
water supply, cast iron pipe 
with lead caulked joints must 
be used, and whenever it pass- 


es under driveways subject to 
vehicular traffic and the 
earth cover is less than three 
(3) feet, cast iron pipe must 
also be utilized. 

Section 3. Septic Tanks 

3.1 Septic tanks hereafter 
constructed or installed in 
the Town of Wilmington may be 
of any shape so long as ade- 
quate capacity is provided and 
the minimum liquid depth is 
four (4) feet with an air 
space of from six (6) to nine 
(9) inches to permit proper 
venting of the sewerage sys- 
tem. Each septic tank moreover 
shall be provided with sani- 
tary four (4) inch tees or 
equivalent cement baffles 
which shall extend not less 
than ten (10) inches below the 
flow line at the inlet and no 
less than fifteen (15) inches 
at the outlet portion of the 
septic tank. 

Septic tanks shall be water- 
tight, and shal] be construct- 
ed of reinforced precast con- 
crete or of cement blocks with 
a reinforced cement cover. 
Access openings shall be pro- 
vided over each inlet and out- 
let to permit cleaning of the 
tees or baffles and each sep- 
tic tank shall contain at 
least one water-tight manhole 
to permit maintenance and 
cleaning. 

3.2 Septic tanks hereafter 
constructed or installed in 
the Town of Wilmington, in 
addition to the requirements 
of subsection 3.1, shall have 
an effective capacity as spec- 
ified in the following table: 


4.2 A distribution box shall 
be used in place of tees where 
there are two or more leaching 
trenches, seepage pits or 
cesspools to assure equal dis- 
tribution of the effluent from 
the septic tank. The distribu- 
tion box shall be watertight, 
constructed of concrete with 
an excess cover, and large e- 
nough in size to accomodate 
the necessary number of pres- 
ent and future outlets. Each 
outlet invert shall be set at 
the same elevation, with the 
inlet at the same or higher 
elevation. Sanitary tees shall 
be installed where required. 
Section 5S. Subsurface Disposal 
Works 

5. 1 Leaching trenches (sub- 
surface disposal fields) shall 
be employed when the height of 
the water table in the propos- 
ed disposal area wil] prevent 
the use of seepage pits. Each 
leaching trench will be con- 
nected indirectly through the 
distribution box to the septic 
tank and will receive the ef- 
fluent thereof. 

Leaching trenches shall con- 
sist of a minimum of one hun- 
dred twenty (120) linear feet 
of disposal pipe or such ‘addi- 
tional length as indicated by 
the percolation test. Said 
trenches shal] be increased at 
least fifty (50) per cent with 
the addition of proposed ]aun- 
dry wastes to the sewerage 
disposal system. 

Construction and layout de- 
tails not specifically set 
forth below, shall be in ac- 
cordance with modern sanitary 
engineering practices as in- 
terpreted and ordered by the 
Board of Heal th. 

(1) Disposal pipe shall con- 
sist of perforated bitumin- 
ized-fibre or vitrified clay 
bell and spigot pipe at least 
four (4) inches in diameter. 

(2) Minimum number of 
leaching trenches shall be two 
(2) per installation. 

(3) No single line of dis- 
posal pipe shall be over one 
hundred (100) feet in length 
and shall be at least six (6) 
feet on centers, 

(4) Each leaching trench 
shall have a minimum width of 
two (2) feet per linear feet. 

(5) Earth cover over the 
disposal pipe shall be not 
less than twelve (12) inches.

Septic tanks servicing comm- 
ercial~or manufacturing estab- 
lishments shall have effective 
liquid capacities equal to the 
maximum anticipated twenty- 
four (24) hour flow of sewage. 
Section 4, Dosing Tanks and 
Distribution Boxes 

4.1 A dosing tank shall be 
used in conjunction with a 
septic tank in which the capa- 
city of the septic tank: ex- 
ceeds two thousand (2,000) 
gallons and/or the disposal 
field contains more than six 
hundred (600) linear feet of 
leaching trenches. The capa~ 
city of the dosing tank shall 
be eqal to 100% of the volume 
of pipe in the disposal field.

(71) The disposal pipe shall 
be laid on a layer of crushed 
stone not less than six (6) 
inches deep, extending the 
width and length of the ] each- 
ing trenches. The stone shall 
be between 3/4 inch and 2% 
inches in size and shall be 
free of fines, dust or clay. 

(8) The disposal pipe shall 
be surrounded with crushed 
stone and covered to a depth 
of four (4) inches; with 3/4 
inch stone. 

5.2 When so permitted by the 
Board of Health, seepage pits 
may be used in place of leach- 
ing trenches for the disposal 
of liquid effluent from septic 
tanks where the subsoil is 
suitable and the ground water 
table is sufficiently low. 

Seepage pits shal] be con- 
structed of cement or cinder 
blocks, laid dry with open 
joints and cemented in place 
above the inlet pipe, Seepage 
pits in addition shall have a 
minimum of two (2) feet of 


stone at the outer wall peri- 


meter and shall have a rein- 
forced cement cover with an 
access manhole. A cast iron 
manhole cover with the rim 
laid in cement may be used in 
place of the reinforced cement 
cover, provided that all 
blocks above the inlet are 
firmly cemented in place and 
that each successive course 
above the inlet is drawn in 
not more than 1% inches per 
course. Each seepage pit more- 
over shal] also contain a four 
(4) inch sanitary tee plugged 
for future use, extending 
eighteen (18) inches below the 
flow line. 

All seepage pits shall be not 
less than six (6) feet in dia- 
eter and six (6) feet below 
the inlet pipe (1269 gallons) 
or such additional capacity as 
indicated by the percolation 
test. Said pits shall be in- 
creased fifty (50)-per cent 
with the proposed addition of 
laundry wastes to the sewerage 
disposal system. 

Seepage pits shall be not 
less than six (6) inches nor 
more than eighteen (18) inches 
below the finished grade. 

When two or more seepage pits 
are to be constructed, they 
shall be at least three (3) 
times the effective outside 
diameter of the pits apart. 

5.3 Cesspools, when permitted 
by the Board of Health shall 
be constructed in the same 
manner and of the same materi- 
als as seepage pits. 

All cesspools shall not be 
less than six (6) feet in dia- 
meter and six (6) feet below 
the inlet pipe (1269 gallons) 
or such additional capacity as 
indicated by the percolation 
tests. 

5.4 Subsurface leaching beds 
may be used for 1] eaching 
trenches or seepage pits when 
so permitted by the Board of 
Health. The location, con- 
struction and dimensions of 
such beds shall be based upon 
sanitary surveys and percola- 
tion tests. In no case shall a 
bed have an area less than 
four hundred and fifty (450) 
square feet and a layer of 
crushed stone less than thirty 
(a) inches below the disposal 
pipe. 

5.5 No rain water leader, 
cellar drain, or any drain 
other than those for domestic 
household wastes shall dis- 
charge into, or be connected 
with any cesspool, seepage pit 
or septic tank; and no dis~- 
charge or overflow drain lead- 
ing from such cesspools, seep- 
age pits or septic tanks shall 
be connected in any manner 
with any rain water leader, 
cellar drain or street drain. 

The use of an abandmed well 
as a cesspool or seepage pit 
in areas where water supplies 
are obtained from the ground 
is hereby prohibited. 

5.6 Unless otherwise speci- 
fied by the Board of Health or 
these regulations, no portion 
of the subsurface disposal 
wks shall hereafter be less

6.1 No permanent privy-vault 
shall hereafter be constructed 
on premises which are provided 
with water under pressure. All 
permanent privy-vaults here- 
after constructed shall be of 
approved material, and shal] 
be fly proof, and unless 
otherwise specified shall be 
located not less than twenty 
(20) feet from any dwelling, 
not less than twenty (20) feet 
from the line of any street or 
Proposed street, all measure- 
ments being taken from nearest 
outer point of vault. 

6.2 Temporary privy-vaults 
for the convenience of con- 
tractors or their employees 
may be erected or installed 
without a permit, but only 
under the following conditions, 
The vault must be at least two 
(2) feet in depth and must be 
so located as to cause no an- 
noyance to persons residing in 
this vicinity. The owner, con- 
tractor or agent shall cause 
the contents thereof to be 
covered with chlorinated lime, 
earth, or ashes twice each 
day. Immediately upon compl et- 
ion of the contract the con- 
tractor shall remove the 
privy, shall fill in the vault 
and leave the premises in a 
condition satisfactory to the

6.3 No indoor toilet or water 
closet, except that which is 
provided with proper means of 
flushing with water at time of 
using, where water is avail- 
able, shall be hereafter in- 
stalled on any premises in the 
Town. Where water is not a- 
vailable, for flushing, indoor 
chemical toilets of approved 
material and construction may 
be installed under special 
permit of the Board of Heal th 
if proper provision is made 
for the final disposal of the 
contents thereof. 

Section 7, Maintenance 

7.1 Whenever a water closet, 
privy-vault, septic tank, cess 
pool or drain becomes offen- 
sive or obstructed, the owner, 
agent or occupant of the prem- 
ises shall cause same to be 
cleaned and made free or 
otherwise corrected. 

7.2 Every owner, occupant or 
agent of premises in which 
there is any seepage pit, sub- 
surface leaching trench, 
privy-vault, septic tank or 
cesspool, shall keep the same 
in a sanitary condition and 
shall have every privy-vault, 
septic tank and cesspool emp- 
tied and cleaned when neces- 
sary or at such times as or- 
dered by the Board of Heal th. 
No privy-vault, septic tank or 
cesspool shall be emptied ex- 
cept by such parties and in 
be es- 
pecially authorized by the 
Board of Health. If the owner 
or occupant fails to comply 
with such order, the Board may 
cause the nuisance, source of 
filth, or cause of sickness to 
be removed, and all expenses 
incurred thereby shall be paid 
by the person who caused or 
permitted same, if he has had 
actual notice from the Board 
of Health of the existence 
thereof. 

Section 8, Separability 

So far as the Board of Health 
may provide, each section and 
subsection of these rules and 
regulations shall be construed 
as separate to the end that if 
any section, subsection, sen- 
tence clause or phrase shall 
be held invalid for any rea- 
son, the remainder of the 
rules and regulations shall 
continue in full force.

ceptacles, erected and main- 
tained for easy and safe ac- 
cessibility, presenting a neat 

Appearance, and affording pro- 
tection of the mail. 

Names of box owmers should be 
inscribed on the side visible 
to the carrier and boxes and 
supports should be kept paint- 
ed. Patrons should group their 
boxes wherever practicable, 
and where adequate turnouts 
can be provided, 

Rural boxes must be located 
on the right side of the road 
in the direction of travel of 
the carriers in all cases 
where traffic conditions are 
such that it would be danger- 
ous for the carriers to drive 
to the left in order to serve 
the boxes or where their doing 
so would constitute a viola- 
tion of state or local traffic 
laws and regulations. 

Approved rural boxes need not 
be provided on mounted routes 
but they must be of the rural 
type, located at the curb, and 
erected so that the bottom of 
the box will be 3% to 4 feet 
above the roadway. 

When two or more boxes are 
grouped at one point, or the 
receptacles are not directly 
in front of the residences, 
the names and addresses of the 
owmers must be on the front of 
the boxes, 

To have neat and suitable 
mail boxes and posts adds-much 
to the beauty of a community, 
and where your town is en- 
deavwring to improve and beau- 
tify all sections, it is only 
fair that patrons who have 
rural boxes that are not in 
top order, should get in step, 
and do something about it.
